Completing the Profile Form 

To search for scholarships and other financial aid programs, fill out the profile form by 
clicking on the desired boxes or list items. If there is a circle (radio button) next to your 
choice, that means you may only select one option in the group. For example, under 
Educational Status, you cannot select both Junior and Senior. If you are making more than 
one selection from a list, for example in the Competitions list, hold down the CTRL key 
(Mac users hold down the apple key) on your keyboard as you click on each item in the list. 
To remove a choice, hold down the CTRL key (Mac users hold down the apple key) and 
click on that choice again.
